Ihe authoress treats her subject with 
much skill, but some of her views of 
female equestratiou arc open to discus- 
sion. She holds the rather curious 
opinion that it is uuwiso to put children 
early on horseback. It hitherohas been 
thought that m riding, like dauciuc-, the 
earlier taught the better. After a certain 
age it is impossible for a person to .acquire 
the two requisites for good horseman- 
ship—nerve and seat. Q£ course there 
are different degrees of horsemanship 
Almost any ono can mount s quiet steed 
ami stick on by means of tho reins and 
stirrups, bnt that can hardly be called 
riding. Such a person can never acquire 
that subtle quality, 
so difficult 
to 
describe, called a good "seat." It has 
always been and always will be a source 
of discussion between men and women 
as to which is the better method of ri- 
ding—astride or ou one side. Women 
always declare that if .they were allowed 
to use men's saddles they would have 
greater control over the horse than they 
Lave now. Men assert that the side po- 
sition confers as much power as the 
other, and that especially since the third 
pommel has coine into use, it ia almost 
impossible for a woman to fall of!' unless 
tho horse falls also. Ir the animal does 
come down, a woman impeded by her 
riding habit, has certainly greater diffi- 
culty ui freeing herself from tho saddle 
than a man has. But the dimensions ot 
riding habits have been greatly curtailed 
recently, and rauny accidents arc thereby 
avoided.

THE SEALER'S STORY. 


It was tho second winter we used the 
"shoot" off the Black Stoss down into 
the north branch of the St. Margarita. 
This shoot, as they called it, was a lum- 
ber slide; a kind of inclined trough, 
leading from the table-land back of the 
"Stess," down to tho river; the side of 
the mountain hero being quite tooledjjy 
and precipitous to admit of using ordi- 
nary logging sleds and cattle upon it. 
Oar company owned a large, tract of 
spruce and pine in the back country 
above, and the shoot was . built to run 
the saw-logs down fromtha brow of the 
mountain to the water, where they 
could be rafted to the mills. It had 
cost upwards of ten thousand dollars, 
•nd was rather more than half a mile in 
length, being carried in a straight lino 
downward at an angle of not far 'from 
thirty degrees. The bed of tho shoot 
was of hewn logs, matched and tree- 
nailed together, forming a smooth, in- 
clined plane live feet in width, with 
••shores.1' or sides* of tho same squared 
timber, two feet in height. A kind of 
huge spout was thus made down which 
the logs could be discharged upon the 
ice in the branch. This was as it stood 
and was used throngh the first winter; 
but during storms, the snow troubled 
OS a great deal, drifting orer it and 
fouling the slide, and, before commenc- 
ing work the second winter, a plank 
boxing or shed, was built over a great 
'.mat of it, to keep out tho snow. Joists 
were spiked to the "shores," on the 
outside, and to these the planks were 
nailed, thus converting the shoot into a 
long box. five feet in length by about 
atx In height, high enough, In fact, for a 
man to stand erect in.- . From tho top 
of the shoot sled-roads led off into the 
.forest in all directions. As fast as the 
loads of logs came in. they were tnm- 
•blod upon 
the 
inclined brow, or 
'"•pron," and thence set in motion, 
with pike-poles, into tho throat of tho 
great spout. One set sliding, no far- 
ther caro for them was needed. Down 
jthey would go, gathering' Headway 


wo came to a great ragged hole .in 
the- plank.covering. 
- Splinters Jay,, 
scattered on the snow in all directions, i, 
The logs haddashedthroughtne plank-! 
ing, a»if it had been brown paper, and 
flown on like arrows. We saw one of 
them standing end up against a tree, 
two or three hundred feet below. Get- 
ting into the shoot through the hole, we 
crawled up the slippery bed on our 
hands and knees. It was a queer plaee. 
Wads of woody fiber lay about, scoured 
uo from the hewn timbers which formed 
tus floor; and every nook was driven 
full of bark meal, from the logs. Hero 
Aid there long slivers stuck in the 
planks overhead and on the sides, so 
firmly that we could not tear them out 
with onr hands. Fifty or sixty feet 
up the'shoot from the hole, I found tho 
cause of the mischief. One of th* long, 
square timbers of the bed had warped 
from its rnatchings, at the upper end. 
It was against the end of this timber, 
which projected three or four inches, 
that the logs had stubbed and glanced. 
A little work with the adze and a few 
extra nails would make all right, but it 
was getting dusk, and, reflecting that I 
should havo time tho following morn- 
ing for so short a job, before the day's 
work began, I sent word to the upper 
eang to commence work on time as 
usual. 
Next morning it was snowing thickly, 


and we at the lower camp were rather 
late astir. I had finished breakfast by 
six o'clock, however, and at once set 
off to climb up tho slide, taking Tort 
with me to carry the auger and a hand- 
ful of tree-nails. Shovel and adz were 
about as much, as I could manage, to 
climb np the smooth planking with. 
Oncoming to the " break," we found 
tho hole nearly full of snow, but cleared 
it partly out and got down into the 
shoot. I then looked at my watch, and 
'found that there remained only twenty 
minutes before seven o'clock. But as 
the men rarely began running down 
logs much before eight, I felt very little 
uneasiness on that account. I bored 
my holes, drovo the tree-nails, and 
then leisurely adzed off the still pro- 
jecting edge of the timber. Meanwhile 
I had sent Tort farther up tho shoot to

-rapidly on the"stoop, smooth slide, and 
.would come out at the Vtoe" with tre- 
.mendons force and spitefulness—plow- 
flag Into the frozen earth, or glancing 
'•long the ice across tho river. In fact, 
the logs "broomed*' and split so. badly 
'that a "slow" was rigged to catch them 
«on; this latter contrivance being a 
'continuation of the timber spout, car- 
*led for a hundred yards or more 
[•cross the stream, on a level surface. 
iThreo men were kept at the toe, to see 
that the logs did not foul there. From 
the brow at the top, -a strong wire ran 
down the foot, where there was a bell. 
'A lever at the top worked the wire. 
iWhen a load of logs had come to the 
brow and was ready to be sent down. 
'the men at the top first gave the lever 
a wrench, to notify the men below to 
atand clear. A big pine log, .thirty feet 
in diameter, weighing at least two tons, 
and coming out on the slow with the 
Telocity o f a cannon bell, was no play- 
thing. Sometimes the log* wonld go 
«nd over end, clean across the river. A 
•log plunging down - made a peculiar, 
roaring noise. The whole shoot trem- 
bled and seemed to hum under it. . It 
was something as when, in a saw-mill, 
a great "circular" goes tearing through 
alon:ag log. 


Week after week the wooded moun- 


tain-side across tho the branch echoed 
to that deep, prolonged whir-r-r-r! 
We had thirty teams drawing in logs to 
the brow. -At least a thousand logs 
were sent down every day. 
Only one 
lot; was let go at a time. But each 
passed down tho shoot, a distance of 
about three thousand feet, in less than 
half a minute, particularly in the morn- 
ing when the slide was icy. Besides 
the men at the brow and at the toe, we 
kept a boy on the shoot, half-way np, 
to tend the wire and to report if any 
tronble occurred. That winter we had 
hired for this purpose a lad whom they 
called Tort Guillot. .What "Tort1' was 
a nickname for I am sure I do not 
know'. His father, Glam Guillot, a 
French Canadian; worked for us and 
kept Tort stimulated to his work by an 
occasional •• birching." The boy had 
drivers' "corks" in his boots, and 
used to walk up and down on the plank 
boxing over the slide,, or lie on it look- 
' tag through the cracks at the logs as 
they shot down under him. 
About three o'clock one afternoon, 


as 1 was sealing a pile of logs beside 
the slow. I heard a heavy crash away 
up the side of the mountain, and a mo- 
ment or two after saw Tort hurrying 
down the top of the shoot. He ran out 
where I was standing. 
" Un bttdie," he said, had "stubbed" 


and jumped the 
glissade, tearing 
through the plank boxing. 
Ton was not a little excited, and no 
wonder, for the log had jumped not 
very far from where ho had been sit- 
ting at the time. While he was telling 
ate thto. we heard the bell strike—fol- 
towad almost instantly by another 
orath way up the aide of the Stoss. 
A 


second log had jumped. Running to 
the«emaphoro, I set the signal to stop 
•ending down logs, tupn climbed up 
with Tort to see what was the matter, 


from the slow1 


see if there were any other timbers 
similarly sprung. 
He came sliding 


back just as I nad finished. It then 
lacked one minute of seven. 
We 
picked up tho tools and startedto make 
our way back down to the hole, holding 
on by the joists, when I noted a slight 
grating, creaking noise on the planking 
overhead. Tort heard it, too, and bet- 
ter than I, he could interpret the sound. 


•' Mon Dieu!" he screamed. " U est 


lejilde la cloche! Saul! Saut!" (It's 
the boll-wire! Jump! Jump!) 


He dropped auger and tree-nails, and, 


springing frantically to the little joist 
rafters over our heads, drew his body 
up and clung to them like a bat. _ I 
scarcely know how I did it, but next in- 
stant I was clinging to the under side 
of those sticks of 'joist, in much tho 
same way—and none too quickly, either. 
There came a rushing noise. The joist- 
sticks thrilled in our fingers. The tim- 
bers shook violently; and, amid a hur- 
ricane of ice dust, bits of pine bark and 
slivers, which seemed to almost burst 
the shoot, the great log, like a black 
bobbin, shot down beneath my back. 
The wind it raised nearly blew us after 
it. Tort dropped to his feet. 


"Descended he screamed to me in 


French. "Get down to the hole and 
get out before another comes!" 


His boot-corks helpcJ. him to keep 


his feet on tho icy side. The lad haU- 
ran, half-slid down the steep incline, 
and catching by the splintered edges of 
tho hole, drew himself out. But I, 
plunging blindly after him, with smooth 
boot-soles, slipped headlong, and went 
sliding wildly down past the aperture. 


Again that low, horrible, rattling, 


creaking sound on tho planks. Another 
log was coming. It was death to lie 
sprawling there. With a mighty effort 
I stopped myself and sprang up—but 
slipped again. It was coming. I felt 
tho jar—heard the rumble above—and 
with a convulsive squirm of my body, 
hugged to tho right shore and partially 
rolled myself up on tho timber. Next 
moment, peppered with bits of bark, 
ice and slivers, I Vas fairly blown down 
the shoot in tho wake of the log which 
had howled by, so close as almost to 
graze my outer leg. 


I havo heard it said that a cannon- 


shot may pass so closely to a man as to 
kill him. without actually hitting him. 
I am inclined to believe it. So near 
had that log come to me in its swift 
course, that I felt for the moment quite 
norvolesss and stunned, 
and wont 


rolling and sliding down, after it for 
fifty feet or more. But tho thought 
that other logs were to follow stimulat- 
ed me to check myself. Getting on tho 
shore and climbing bat-like again to 
tho joists in tho corner of tho boxing, I 
waited the onset—for I could hoar tho 
creaking again. It soon came, with 
the same whirlwind rush, nearly tear- 
ing mo from my perch. But I held 
fast; and in this not very easy position, 
I weathered the passage of three more 
logs. Thou came a respite. 
Tort had run to the bottom of the 


shoot, shouting that the "boss" was 
killed. 
In 
fact, I had heard his 


cry of 
terror, 
when 
looking 
in 


at tho hole through which he had but 
barely escaped himself, he saw that 
second log whiz down upon me. But 
before he could run to the foot of tho 
shoot, the shovel and adze had co»o 
flying out at tho toe; and the men there, 
knowing something must be wrong, 
had raised the semaphore and signaled 
to the gang above to stop running in logs. 


I heard them hurrying up on the out- 


side of the shoot. They came to the 
hole and shouted. I answered, and 
was glad to wait for them to crawl 
down to me and help me out; for 1 was 
too weak and overcome to get out 
alone. 
And to this day, whenever I take cold 


and have a feverish night, I am almost 
certain to dream of the terrible rush 
and AowJ with which those logs tore 
past me in the shoot down 'the side of 
Black Stoss. — YouMs Companion.

• laid upon tho ground in this condition 
'dirt will adhere to tho leaves, causing 
! damage to the crop. 
• 
—An appetizing way to cook slices of 


beef is this: Melt a lump of butter in a 
frying pan; cover the bottom of the 
pan with onions sliced very thin; then 
lay tho steak over them; when tho 
onions are fried until they arc tender 
put the beef on the bottom of the pan 
and cover it with the onions; add but- 
ter or lard, as you need it. Liver cooked 
in this way is nice, also. When it is 
done lay it on a platter and heap the 
onionson the meat. A very littlcgravy 
made in the pan in which you havo 
cooked the meat and onions is an addi- 
tion, but make only a little and turn 
over the meat, seasoning it well with 
salt and pepper. 
—Chow-chow made at homo is deli- 


cious, and it is not much trouble to 
make it. 
' The following .recipe is safe 


and sure: Take one peck of small cu- 
cumbers, half a peck of grcon toma- 
toes, half a pock of small onions, and 
two heads of caulitlower. 
After pre- 
paring these by peeling tho onions, 
separating the cauliflower in small bits. 
washing tho encumbers anil tomatoes 
and slicing the latter if they are not 
very small, sprinkle salt over them all 
and let them stand twenty-four hours. 
Then rinse the salt off, and drain them 
well; then add three heads of celery, 
broken in small pieces, and a handful 
of scraped horseradish root, thou take 
half an ounce each of tuincric, cloves 
and cinnamon, an eighth of a pound 
each of ground black popper ami of 
sugar, half a pound each of white 
mustard seed and of mustard flour; put 
all these into cold vinegar and boil for 
iifteen minutes; take vinegar enough to 
cover the pickles. When boiled pour 
over the vegetables. The chow-chow 
will be ready for use in a few ivceks, 
but will grow better steadily until it is 
used up. Put in bottles or cans.

FOKEIGJ? GOSSIP. 


—Count Henri Jourdcuil, a descend- 


ant of one ol the oldest houses of French 
Legitimist nobles, has been arrested in 
Vienna. He U accused, while recently 
staying in the fashionable Belgian re- 
sort of Spa, of having stolen a carriage 
and pair of horses, .and with having, af- 
ter selling them, quitted the country 
with the proceeds. 


—Ferrieres, the seat of Baron Roths- 


child, lies south of the venerable town of 
Lagny. The princelv edifice is built on 
ground rising frain the IMarue, and is 
surrounded on three sides by the forests 
of Arman, Villier and St. Crecy. It was 
here that the interview between Jules 
Favre and Bismarck took place at the 
crisis of French history, ten years ago. 


—Prague is suffering from a calamity 


which evoked wide sympathy—the loss 
of the beautiful new theatre, opened on 
the occasion of the visit of Prince Ru- 
dolph and his bride, for performances 
in the Bohemian tongue. The lire was 
caused by the carelessness of a work- 
man engaged on the roof. The people 
hope to rebuild the edifice, but it will 
take years to do it. 


—M. Waddington is described as a 


plain, cogent, but not ornate speaker- 
He is said to be clover with his pencil, 
and at the Berlin Congress, while hid 
colleagues 
were 
chattering he was 


quietly taking off their portraits on hi? 
blotting book, or drawing heads of dogs 
and horses. 
Among Bismarck's treas- 


ures is a friendly caricature of himself 
by the first plenipotentiary of Franco. 


—Queen Victoria has bestowed the 


Victoria cross upon the Rev. J. W. 
Adams, late Chsplain.of the Cabul field 
force, for gallantry in rescuing some 
men of the Ninth Lancers during the 
action at Hilla Kozi, in December, 1879. 
Their horses had fallen with them into a 
deep ditch, and the Rev. Mr. Adams 
dragged the horses from above them 
and extricated them while exposed to a 
heavy fire. 


—Queen Victoria's life at Balmoral is 


very simple and uniform. 
The picer 


plays under her window every niorniW 
at eight; she has breakfasted and is 
out of doors by ten, from which hour 
she spends till noon in walking and oc- 
casionally visiting at the cottages in the 
vicinity of the castle; from noon until 
five, with half an hour's interval for 
luncheon, she devotes herself to work 
which may be termed official—rcadino- 
dispatches, State papers, etc., and writ- 
ing memoranda and letters in connec- 
tion therewith; at five she sots out for 
her daily drive, which lasts till seven, 
and occasionally later. 


—Tho Constantinople correspondent 


of the London Standard says an impor- 
tant movement has been sot on foot by 
influential German and English gentle- 
men who are interested in the welfare of 
the Jews, to obtain a grant of land in 
Syria from the Turkish Government for 
allotment to Jews who may be desirous 
of emigrating from countries where they 
arc now subject to persecution. It is 
proposed to open up means of commu- 
nication by constucting roads, tramways, 
and railways, and to form colonies on 
plots of land in the vicinity of the rail- 
way stations. 


—The fears that are entertained for 


the safety both of the German Emperor 
and of his Chancellor, Bismarck, are 
shown by an incident that occurred dur- 
ing the latter'sstay at Kissengen. While 
he was driving along one of the country 
roads a building contractor, some dis- 
tance ahead, stepped to the side of the 
. " . 
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highway with a telescope to take a view 
of the surroundings. He was suddenly 
seized by a gendarme, who compelled 
him to put his glass out of sight until 
Bismarck had passed, for tho reason 
that, in the existing condition of politi- 
cal affairs, tho Prince might easily mis- 
take the telescope for the barrel of a 
ritle, and bo seriously startled by H.

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A Loudon Mystery. 


Every sane man who has read tho en- 


tertaining novels of .Charles 
Reade 


knows that one peril to which he is con- 
stantly exposed is t.hat of being kid- 
naped by an enemy armed with a medi- 
cal certificate and clapped into a lunatic 
asylum. Kidnaping a man without any 
medical certificate, however, and keep- 
ing him locked up while waiting for a 
physician to come and give ai» opinion 
on his state of mind, and then letting 
him go on payment of five pounds while 
still waiting for the doctor to come, is a 
form of predatory enterprise which even 
the lively fancy of Mr. lleade would 
have found it dinicult to conceive. The 
recent strange Adventures ot the Rev. 
Bruce-Kennard in London show that tho 
philosophy of modern kidnaping is not 
yet fully understood. 
This reverend 


gentleman, who is sixty-four years of 
age, left his quiet rectory in Dorsetshire 
about the middle of last month for Lon- 
don, the objectof his visit being no other 
than his marriage with Miss Bade, of 3 
York Villas, Snake's Lane, Woodford. 
Complete arrangements for the weddino- 
had been made; the venerable bride- 
groom had secured in his son an efficient 
and trustworthy "best man;" the wed- 
ding breakfast, the clergyman and the 
wedding guests were all ready, but when 
the hour arrived, the bridegroom had 
not come. On such occasions there is 
nothing to do but to go home, and so at 
last home the whole wedding party 
went. 
Shortly after their departure, 


Mr. Kennard drove up to the church in 
a cab, and was met by the rector, to 
whom he gave the following explanation 
of his delay: 


On the previous evening, it seems, he 


had been sitting in his private room at 
the Castle Hotel, Woodford, waitim* for 
dinner, when about 8 o'clock the waiter 
introduced a person who said he had 
just come from Miss Bade's house in the 
carriage of Mr.Frasor (a relative of the 
bridegroom), and that Mr. Fraser 
wished to see him at once upon a mat- 
ter of importance. 
He accordingly 


postponed his dinner and hurried down 
to the carriage. As soon as ho got into 
it Mr. Fraser's «' messenger" took a seat 
beside him; and another man, "step- 
ping out of the darkness," placed him- 
self opposite, remarking that ho also 
was "a friend of Mr. Fraser." 
The 


unfortunate clergyman's suspicions were 
now aroused, and on looking out of the 
window he found that he was not being 
driven in the direction of York Villas at 
all. 
He attempted to appeal to the 


coachman, but was forcibly prevented 
by his companions, who were both pow- 
erful men. 
His first impression was 


that their object must be robbery, for 
he had £100 in bank notes in his pock- 
etbcHjk. He therefore frankly inquired, 
"Is your object robbery?" to which 
they replied that they were not robbers, 
but refused to give another explanation. 
As the carriage drove on he shouted 
whenever he saw anyone within hearing 
but at every such attempt he was 
"gagged and seized by the throat." 
To neglect no precaution, he threw hjs 
toat out of the' carriage, " in order to 
leave a trace ol the route." 
After a 


long drive, they reached Hunter Street, 
London, and a few seconds before the 
carriage stopped he saw a policeman. 


whom ho loudly appealed for helpj 


but all in vain. 
When dragged out oi 


the carriage the policeman was within a 
few yards of him, and there were oth- 
er persons ou the pavement. He clung 
to the railings and struggled manfully, 
but nobody paL the least attention to 
him, and he was dragged into the house 
and taken into " a front room on the 
ground floor," and told that " a gentle- 
man 
would 
appear 
in 
a 
few 


moments who would explain all." 
After a little time he was removed 
to a room at the back of the house in 
which there were two beds. Here ho 
spent tho night. In the morning Mr. 
Fraser's "messenger" entered tho room 
and threw himselt on one of tho beds, 
and shortly afterward gave his prisoner 
to understand that ho had been instruct- 
ed to detain him as a lunatic, and that 
a doctor would soon come and give an 
opinion on his state of mind. 
After 


breakfast the clergyman appealed to his 
jailors to release him; but they said they 
could not do it " consistently with their 
instructions" until 11:30—tho hour for 
the wedding being eleven. 
For six 


pounds, however, they undertook* to 
send a telegram to Woodford, but the 
telegram was not sent. As tho time for 
the doctor's visit approached, the hint 
was thrown out that live pounds mio-ht 
have some influence in determining tho 
character of his report. At half-past 
eleven a message was received sayiuo- 
that if tho doctor failed to come Mr". 
Kennard must bo detained till twelve. 
Now comes the strangest part, of the 
whole story. 
Mr. Kennard, being 


nuturally anxious to get away before 
the arrival of tho doctor, offered tho 
man five pounds to lot him go, which 
he immediately consented to do. Ho 
accordingly was allowed to leave the 
house, and, hailing a hansom, immedi- 
ately drove off to the church, where he 
arrived at about one o'clock. Explana- 
tions given by persons who miss ap- 
pointments or arrive late, particularly 
at their own weddings, arc generally re- 
ceived with a certain amount pf incred- 
ulity, which reflects painfully'upon poor 
human nature because it seems to imply 
a wide-spread belief that we are always 
ready to invent explanations if in no 
danger of detection. 
It is therefore 


pleasant to be able to state that, re- 
markable as the above story is, the hio-h 
character of Mr. Kennard carried such 
conviction with it that he was success- 
fully married tho next day. The " doc- 
tor " has not yet been found, but it is 
unnecessary to say that the police aro 
"on his track."—iV. Y. Evening L3ost.

The county clerk was empowered to 


procure a case suitable for the reception 
of papers aud documents pertaining to 
the business ot his office, at a cost not to 
exceed §50.

Although both special committees ap- 


pointed to coufer on tho question of pro- 
viding a lock-up for temporary tramps 
agreed aa to the practicability of such an 
institution, tho county board of super- 
visors refused to take action ou the ques- 
tion at present, and by a vote of 15 to 11. 
further consideration of the matter was 
postponed until the January meeting of 
the board. It has been suggested that a 
lock-up where tramps and vagrants could 
be kept over night, could be provided 
near one of the engine houses, or m some 
other convenient location, nnd that that 
place should bo a sort of police head- 
quarters. The argument offered for a 
lock-up is that it would be more econom- 
ical for the county and better in many 
ways for the city. Tramps very frequent- 
ly put themselves in the way of being 
arrested and taken to jail that they might 
have comfortable quarters for the night 
and two square meals all free of charge. 
1'his very generous and humane manner 
of entertaining tramps begets tramps 
and iu the course of a year the expense 
ot oaring for them becomes a very con- 
siderable burden to the country. The ar- 
gument against the lock-up is that tho 
jail is the proper place for tramps aud 
vagrants.and the sheriff the proper person 
to see that they are safely put under lock 
and key during the night. This question 
will probably be discussed more thor- 
oughly at the next meeting of the board. 


P. S.—Since writing the above, tho 


county board reconsidered the question t 
and tho result will be found iu tho pro- 
ceedings of the board.
